OOU.OW.OOO marks, which would involve 
dissolution of the allied financial com 
mfHMion to which the Germans strongly 
opject.

quarter*. 


The second proposal is for a plebiscite 


in Silesia in which to guarantee to Ger- 
many a coal supply from the Slleslan 
mines.

With the terms of peace with the ex- 


ception of a few sections submitted to 
the Austrian representatives and with 
allied experts working on the reply that 
will be made to the German counter-pro- 
posals, the work of the peace confer- 
ence in Paris is for the time being, 
marking time. There will be no meet- 
ing of the council of four today. Pres- 
ident Wilson conferred with American 
specialists who have the German answer 
in hand and with the other members of 
the American mission.
